Shooting on Sundays 

I-I(jr.. .Mr. .Jiistico JIarlin was tlieii 
reiiuesled to .iddress the nieetlng. He 
had been leiiui-sted by the e.\eeutive 
coimnillee to sul.>nut a resolution pio- 
liibilint; shooting on Kundays. lie 
stated iliat in inaily every section of 
Canada and in some parls of British 
Columbia liiere were laws that pro- 
Idliiit'd shooting on Sundays. He had 
f^vi.'ii' into I 111.' matter very carefully, 
anil liad been ;iKsured by residents 
I rem oin- i- sections of the Dominion 
thai this was a I'aot. In some jiarls of 
llie iJominhni wliero tlu! game laws 
do not affect the hunting, 11 Is stopped 
Ijy the .Sunday Observance Act. He 
could not nnilerstaind how it was that 
game was prohibited In some portions 
of the mainland and .not on the island, 
(.hie reason for the i/rotectlon of tin' 
game Is that It is a valuable asset, and 
much Is being done by the large tran- 
sportation companies to protect It. 
.Mr. Dennis has written to Premier Mc- 
Bride with a view to more stringent 
regulations. He stated that honor was 
due to Hon. F. G. Fulton, who, when 
i-equested to declare an open season 
for quail, declined to open the season 
on a Sunday. He considered that 
great credit should be given Mr. .l-"ul- 
ton for this. He moved; 

"That, whereas In l-Ingland, as well 
as In most If not all provinces of Can- 
ada. Ihe itilliiig of game on Sundays is 
prohibited ; 

"And, whereas. In some portions of 
this province game Is partly protect- 
ed, but In other portions there Is no 
protection ; 

"Be it therefore resolved, thflt the 
tlnic> has come, both In the Interest oi' 
hunuuilty and o: true, spia-l, when 
game and animal,-; of this iirovince 
should receive the like general ]iro- 
tpctloii as Is given them elsewlu're; 

".•Vnd be it furtiier residved, tliat a 
coi;.\- of thi.s resolution be sent to .all 
members of the legislature, \\-illi the 
i-eipii'St thnt they give the socii'ty their 
xupiiorl to secure tin' neces.'^a r.\- am- 
endments to the existing (lame Protec- 
tion Ai't."

To the east Cetus will be found tlio 
very large and imi'ortant, though faint 
con.stellation J'JrIdaiius, or the River, 
which Includes all of the stars between 
Cetus and Orion. Th- Rivev cciisists 
of two branche.-;, only tl;e upper one of 
which is completely visible north of 
Philadelphia. The branch Htarta near 
the beautiful Kigel at B) and flows to 
the point C; the southern branch, 
which Is much larger, begins at C and 
flows far to the south, ending near the 
very bright star Alchernar, at A. The 
two branchies together make up the 
longest constellation In the sky; to 
the ancients, however. It was still long- 
er, for, being unable to see the South 
Pole of the, heavens, they regarded the 
southern branch as flowing on with- 
out end. The celestial River was by 
some Idenllfled with the fabled Ocean 
Kiver of Homer which flowed :irouiii] 
the earth; others regard it as the ce- 
lestial image of the Nile or l-hiphrates, 
irnd (his is the more probable origin, 
for among the .■iiicleiits the helled' wa.s 
widespread that the Nile and hJu- 
plirates were but different parts of 
one great river.

Jf the latter is so, 
what started the .group in Its rusli 
through space and is there any con- 
ceivable force now acting which will 
ever stop it? 

The astronomers do not attempt to 
.-mswcr these (lue.sHoua. So far as Is 
known, eacli one of the Innumerable 
host of stars is moving. Thus motion 
alone calls for no explanation; it is as 
natural to a body as rest. Could it 
ever he found that a single star is in 
absolute rest then an ex-planatlon of 
wliat brought it lo rest would la- (lulte 
as necessary a,H an explanation of what 
started another .star into motion.

much, however, can be said. There 
are stars whose motion is so rapid that 
the pulling back on llieni of all the

in the course of countless ages no man 
can tell.

The article on "Tainlng Fish" in our 
issue for September IJftth elicits nu ac- 
cnunt ■from !i ctfrrespoudeiit, A. Miind 
■M. Craivfnrd, in Wiiinipe.i;, (aiiKiihi, of 
the trained coillisli that arc !o be round 
at ••The l''isli I'oiids" in I'orl Logan,' 
AVigtoiisliire Scotland. She writes; 
' "It so linppeiis that one of the cliffs 
has the appearance of an ancient lower 
witlioilt a roof, open to the sky, and 1 
tliotild .jlldge about forty feet from the 
i0|i to a cireiilar Inisiii inside., J>ound 
tliis basin tuns a ledge that at 'low tide 
is traversable to a hole in liliejBeawU'rd 
side. At high tide the Atlaiitii: ccimes in 
ami practically 'deans out' the tower, 
irccedinjrJjy'tlio-Jiole and leaving any tisir 
caugl'it 111 the biisin. The basin ilsidf is 
therefore always lilled wilh saltwater, 
and as yet no one has been :ible to get 
the (lepili lit that basin, as no liiii; has 
liccii fouiiil long cnongli lo lind the Iiol- 
tom. II is known as 'The Ifevil's Hole" 
by I he lislierfolk. but by the jiolite as 
"i'lic li'ish roiid." Now it occurred to 
the 'lords of thai time' tlnil an easy way 
of iilways having fresh lish would In; 
to make' llic onlbd such lliiil llie hirg'T 
lisli could not go out on the idih, U. 
■worked well, but the sporl was tame, for 
lish appeiircd to ■treat their ciiplin^s as 
friends coming to release theiii, and so 
for at least two generiitions the art, of 
taiiiiiig 'tlfese captive lisb Ims gone on. 
I roniember as ii small child being taken 
to see them, and they would come in turn 
to eat bread out of my liaml. 

"A? my last visit I found they had 
built a siiiiill cottage for a keeper, whose 
sole duly was to attend lo these lish.

"He told iiic Hint he only kept the cod- 
lish ami retnnied all others to the sea, 
as be found the cod were the easiest lo 
tame, and, besides, hLs family of fish 
fongbt when loss .noble fish w"ro allow- 
ed to rpimiin. ' The fisli knew bim both 
by sight and voice. He had names for

ledge, and tillow visiters to feed and 
touch I hem. The (ddest lish (by name 
.lohiil was i|U!ic blind, yet when called 
would cniiio instantly to hiiu."
